AND  CLINICAL  MEDICINE. 


Glasgow  College,  March  5th,  1874. — There  was  Proposal  to 
read  an  Excerpt  Minute  of  Meeting  of  the  Univer-  chaTrsofcuS 
sity  Court  of  date  February  25th,  intimating  and  Surgery. 

•  •••••••• 

4.  That  the  Court  remitted  to  the  Senate  two  pro- 
posals for  tlie  foundation  of  Chairs  of  Clinical  Medicine 
and  Clinical  Surgery  in  the  University  for  their  opinion 
as  to  the  advisability  of  erecting  these  Chairs,  and  also 
that  the  Court  had  appointed  a  Committee  to  ascertain 
and  report  how  far  the  Court  or  the  Senate  have  power 
of  themselves  to  erect  such  chairs,  and  whether  it  is 
necessary  or  expedient  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the 
Crown  thereto. 

The  proposals  for  founding  two  new  Chairs  were 
communicated  to  the  Court  in  the  following  letters  : —

Reverend  Sir, 

I  am  instructed  by  the  family  of  the  late 
Dr.  Moses  Steven  Buchanan,  Surgeon  in  Glasgow,  to 
intimate  that  in  memory  of  their  father  they  are 
prepared  to  offer  to  the  University  the  sum  of  £2,200,

for  the  foundation  of  a  Chair  of  Clinical  Surgery,  on 
the  following  conditions  :-  - 

1st.  The  tjniversity  authorities  to  invest  the  money 
at  a  suitable  rate  of  interest. 

2nd.  The  annual  proceeds  or  income  to  be  the  salary 
of  the  Professor  under  this  foundation. 

3rd.  The  Professor  to  have  the  same  rights  and 
privileges  as  other  members  of  the  Senate. 

4th.  The  Professor  to  be  provided  with  the  means  of 
giving  clinical  instruction  in  the  Western  In- 
firmary, so  far  as  this  can  be  secured  by  the 
Senate. 

5th.  The  appointment  of  the  Professor  to  be  made 
by  the  University  Court  of  the  University  of 
Glasgow. 

In  the  event  of  the  University  Authorities  agreeing 
to  the  above  conditions,  or  such  modification  of  them  as 
may  be  accepted  by  those  I  represent,  I  am  prepared 
to  hand  to  you  the  said  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Two 
Hundred  Pounds  Sterling.  —  I  am,  your  obedient

^  Understanding  that  the  Western  Infirmary 
in  connection  with  the  University  is  shortly  to  be 
opened,  and  that  the  Medical  Faculty  are  agreeable  to 
the  foundation  of  a  Professorship  of  Clinicaf  Medicine, 
I,  in  conjunction  with  others  interested  in  the  matter' 
have  pleasure  in  guaranteeing  the  endowment  of 
such  a  Chair  with  a  capital  sum  sufiicient  to  yield  at 
least  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling  per  annum  ;  the

.'3th  to  consider  and  report  on  the  expediency  of  erect- pose^i  new 
ing  in  the  University  the  proposed  new  Chau's  of 
Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  reported  as 
follows  : — 

University,  7th  April,  1874.  The  Joint  Committee, 
consisting  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  and  Law 
Faculties,  having  taken  into  consideration  the  Pemit 
from  the  Senatus,  of  date  March  5tli,  agreed  to  report 
separately  from  the  members  of  these  Faculties  on  the 
points  remitted. 

The  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty  having  taken 
into  consideration  the  expediency  of  the  establishment 


of  Professorships  of  Clinical  Surgery  and  Clinical 
Medicine,  agreed  to  report  as  follows  : — 

"  That  upon  a  consideration  of  the  whole  circum- 
stances, they  are  of  opinion  that  the  establishment  in 
the  University  of  special  Professorships  of  Clinical 
Surgery  and  ClinicaFMedicine  would  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Medical  School ;  but  that  these  objects,  and  the 
method  of  giving  effect  to  them,  should  be  carefully 
considered  as  regards  the  details,  so  as  to  give  security 
that  such  new  Chairs  shall  in  no  respect  interfere  with 
the  claims  of  the  Professors  of  Surgery  and  of  Medicine, 
or  of  any  other  Professors  to  whom  the  duty  may  be 
delegated,  to  take  part  in  the  clinical  instruction  given 
in  the  Western  Infirmary  or  elsewhere,  on  behalf  of 
the  University."

Keport  by  Members  of  the  Faculty  of  Law,  read  in 
the  Senate,  7th  April,  1874. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  competent  for  the  Senate 
to  accept  the  endowments  proposed  for  new  Chairs, 
and  to  admit  the  gentlemen  who  may  be  appointed  to 
them  as  members  of  Senate,  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  other  members;  but,  of  course,  without  their 
having  thereby  a  right  to  participate  in  the  income  or 
emoluments  already  appropriated  to  existing  Chairs. 

"  We  think,  at  the  same  time,  that  it  will  be  proper 
that  the  act  of  the  Senate  in  admitting  the  new 
Professors  should  be  communicated  to  the  University 
Court. 

We  further  think  that  it  will  be  proper  to 
communicate  to  the  Home  Secretary  the  act  of  the 
University  in  accepting  the  foundation  of  these  new 
Chairs  with  the  view  to  any  claim  that  might  after- 
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wards  be  made  by  their  holders  to  retiriiio-  allowances 
from  the  Treasury  under  the  Universities  Act  of 
1858."

Excerpt  from  the  Minute  of  meeting  of  the  Univer- 
sity Court  of  the  University  of  Glasgow,  on  29th 
April,  1874. 

Dr.  Kirkwood  reported  that,  as  instructed  at 
last  meeting,  he  had  sent  an  excerpt  from  the 
minute  of  that  meeting  to  the  Clerk  to  the  Senatus, 
in  order  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Senate  as  to  the 
advisability  of  erecting  the  new  Chairs  of  Clinical 
Surgery  and  Clinical  Medicine,  and  he  now  read  the 
following    excerpts    from    minutes   of   meetings  of 

I  the  Senate,  which  he  had  since   received  on  the 

I  subject. 
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Dr.  Kii'kwood  reported  from  the  Committee  of  tbl.s 
Court,  to  whom  the  subject  of  the  new  Chairs  was 
remitted  at  hist  meeting,  *'  that,  since  the  ex[)iry  of  the 
University  Commissioners'  powers,  no  simihir  case 
had  occurred  in  this  University  of  an  offer  ah  extra 
to  endow  a  chair  without  seekinsf  aid  from  tlie  Crown, 
but  that  in  the  Edinburgh  University  such  cases  had 
occurred,  and  it  was  there  held,  tliat  wliere  the  en- 
dowment was  not  in  whole  or  in  part  supplied  by  tlie 
Crown,  it  was  competent  to  the  Senatus  to  erect  the 
Chairs,  and  for  the  donors,  with  their  sanction,  to  vest 
the  patronage  in  the  University  Court,  as  is  con- 
templated here.  In  these  circumstances  your  Com- 
mittee ayjprove  of  the  proposed  erection  of  the  new 
Chairs  of  Clinical  Surgery  and  Clinical  Medicine  in 
this  University,  but  they  agree  with  the  Law  Com- 
mittee of  the  Senate,  that  the  circumstances  should  be 
communicated  to  the  Home  Secretary." 

The  Clerk  further  stated  that  the  family  of  the  late 
Dr.  Moses  Buchanan  had  agreed  to  increase  the  sum  of 
£2,200,  which  they  had  proposed  to  give  for  the 
endowment  of  the  Chair  of  Clinical  Surgery,  to  £2,500, 
and  that  Mr.  Matheson  was  prepared  to  pay  over  to 
the  Senate  the  same  amount,  for  the  endowment  of 
the  Chair  of  Clinical  Medicine.  Thereupon,  on  the 
motion  of  Dr.  Andrew  Buchanan,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Allen  Thomson,  the  Senate  unanimously  agreed  to  the 
following  deliverance  : — The  Senate  having  resumed 
consideration  of  the  proposal  to  erect  in  the  University 
new  Chairs  of  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery, 
along  with  a  deliverance  of  the  University  Court 
thereon,  dated  29th  ulto.,  resolve  to  erect,  and  do 
accordingly  hereby  erect  these  two  Cliairs,  and  remit  to 
the  Principal,  Dr.  Allen  Thomson,  Dr.  Gairdner,  Mr. 
.I:)erry,  Dr.  Macleod,  and  the  Clerk  as  a  Committee

the  purchase  of  any  debentures,  guaranteed  or  prefer- 
ential stock  of  any  railway  company  in  Great  Britain, 
or  in  the  mortgages  or  debentures  of  such  railway 
companies,  or  in  loans  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Glasgow,  or  the  trusts  connected  with  said  corpora- 
tion, or  in  loans  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Clyde  Naviga- 
tion, and  we  shall  be  entitled  to  vary  or  renew  such 
investments  at  pleasure  :  we  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
employ  factors  to  manage  the  said  investments,  and 
collect  the  income  thereof,  and  we  shall  not  be  respon- 
sible for  any  loss  wdiicli  may  arise  on  the  realization  of 
the  said  investments,  or  in  the  collection  of  the  income 
of  the  said  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  pounds 
sterling,  and  we  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  all  necessary 
expenses  and  disbursements  in  managing  and  investing 
said  funds  out  of  the  income  thereof :  And  we  consent 
to  the  registration  hereof  for  preservation.  In  Witness 
whereof,  &c.,  &c.

We,  the  Senatus  Academicus  of  the  University  of 
Glasgow,  considering  that  whereas  John  Matheson, 
junior,  merchant  in  Glasgow,  intimated  to  us,  as  repre- 
senting and  on  behalf  of  the  said  University,  that  he 
was  prepared  in  conjunction  with  others  taking  an 
interest  in  the  matter  to  guarantee  the  endowment  of 
a  Chair  or  Professorship  of  Clinical  Medicine  in  said 
University,  with  a  capital  sum  sufficient  to  yield  at 
least  one  hundred  pounds  sterling  per  annum  :  and 
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whereas  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hunch  ed  pounds 
has  now  been  paid  in  order  to.  found  said  Chair,  and 
that  on  the  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  we, 
the  said  Senatus  Academicus,  have  agreed  to  accept  the 
said  sum  for  the  said  purpose  and  on  said  conditions  : 
and  whereas  by  minute  of  tlie  said  Senatus  Academicus, 
dated  the  nineteenth  day  of  May,  eigliteen  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  w^e,  the  said  Senatus  Academicus, 
have  resolved  to  found,  and  thereby  did,  and  by  these 
presents  do  found  the  said  Chair  or  Professorship  of 
Chnical  Medicine  in  the  said  University  of  Glasgow  : 
and  now  seeing  that  for  the  purpose  of  defining  and 
fixing  the  conditions  and  regulations  upon  which  the

iSSct^^^^  April  26th,  1877.— Mr.  Ferguson,  as  Convener 
In" '  t)f  the  Calendar  Gommittee,  reported  that  the 
deletion  of  the  note  on  page  45  of  the  Calendar 
of  1876-77  ordered  by  Minute  of  Senate  of  date  16th 
April,  had  necessitated  a  change  in  the  form  of  the 
advertisement  for  the  Summer  Session,  but  that  pre- 
vious to  the  issuing  of  the  bill,  a  proof  had  been 
sent  to  each  of  the  Medical  Professors ;  that  Drs. 
Gairdner  and  Macleod  had  strongly  objected  to  the 
change,  and  that  the  Calendar  Gommittee,  in  conse- 
quence, now  applied  to  the  Senate  for  further  instruc- 
ctions. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  Senate  ordered 


that  the  note  be  replaced  in  the  Calendar  and  inserted 
ill  the  bill,  but  with  the  asterisk  affixed  to  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery,  and  not  to  the  names 
of  the  Professors.  Agfainst  this  decision  Dr.  Bucliaiian 
protested,  and  intimated  his  intention  to  appeal  to  the 
University  Court. 

Letters  from  the  Secretaries  of  the  Western  and  the 
Royal  Infirmaries  respectively,  on  this  subject,  were 
then  read,  to  which  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  reply.

The 
Committee  unanimously  regard  it  as  a  necessary  conse-  I 
quence  of  this  principle  that  no  Medals  or  Prizes  can 
be  awarded  by  the  University  in  the  Classes  for 
Clinical  Teaching,  so  long  as  they  continue  on  the 
present  footing.

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"On  the  report  of  Drs.  Cowan  and  Kirkwood, 
with  reference  to  the  recognition  of  Clinical  Lecturers 
in  the  Infirmaries  (which  has  in  some  cases  been 
impUed  rather  than  expressed),  the  Court  resolved  that 
it  is  inexpedient  to  go  back  upon  the  past,  but  that  the 
practice  hitherto  is  not  to  be  drawn  into  a  precedent; 
and  that  for  the  future  such  Lecturers  must  obtain  the 
formal  recoo-nition  of  the  Court,  and  of  the  Chancellor, 
in  terras  of  the  Ordinance." 

May  1st,  1877.— The  Clerk  read  the  Report  on 
Clinical  Medals  presented  at  the  meeting  on  26th 
April,  and  moved  that  the  Senate  affirm  the  general 
principle  laid  dow^n  in  the  Report,  viz.,  that  no 
University  Prize  is  awarded  in  any  class  to  which 
a  student,  who  is  not  a  matriculated  student  of 
the  University,  may  demand  and  obtain  admission. 
This  motion  having  been  seconded  by  Dr.  Ander- 
son, was  agreed  to.  Dr.  Anderson  and  Dr.  Buchanan 
stated  that  hitherto  none  but  matriculated  students 
of  the  University  had  been  enrolled  in  their 
Classes.  Mr.  Ramsay  then  moved  that  so  long  as 
none  but  matriculated  students  are  admitted  to  the 
classes  of  the  Clinical  Professors,  Clinical  Medals  be 
given.  Mr.  Berry  seconded  the  motion.  Dr.  W.  P. 
Dickson  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  in  the  present 
circumstances  under  which  clinical  instruction  is  sfiven, 
it  is  inexpedient  to  award  University  Medals  for  the 
Clinical  Classes.

Mr.  Black- 
burn moved  as  an  amendment,  that  without  pronouncing 
an  opinion  on  any  legal  question  involved,  the  Senate 
instruct  the  Clerk  to  follow  the  procedure  of  last  year.

The  students  so 
selected  to  be  subjected  to  a  linal  competitive  examination  by  the 
Clinical  Professors,  assisted  by  the  other  Clinical  Teachers,  and  by 
an  Assessor,  who  is  not  a  Clinical  Teacher,  in  each.  The  final  awai'd 
to  be  made  by  the  Professors  of  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical 
Surgery."

Dear  Sir, 

Although  we  do  not  j)ropose,  at  present,  to  take  any 
further  steps  in  reference  to  the  decision  of  the  Medical  Faculty, 
at  their  meeting  on  13th  November,  1875,  as  to  the  method  of 
awarding  University  Medals  and  Certificates  of  Merit  in  Clinical 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  yet  we  think  it  right  to  state  that  our  present 
abstinence  from  action  must  be  regarded  as  under  protest,  and 
without  prejudice  to  the  question  being  in  fiiture  raised  by  ourselves 
or  our  successors  in  office,  either  in  the  Medical  Faculty,  or  by 
appeal  to  the  Senate  or  University  Court ;  since  we  do  not  admit 
the  power  of  the  Med.  Fac.  to  limit  in  any  way  the  privileges 
belonging  to  the  Chairs  which  we  hold.  We  claim  for  the  Clinical 
Professors  the  same  privileges  in  awarding  these  medals  and  certifi- 
cates of  merit  to  the  students  attending  their  lectures  which  are 
enjoyed  by  the  other  Professors  in  reference  to  their  Classes.

— Dr.  Gairdner  (for  himself  and  Dr.  Macleod), 
complained  of  a  proi)osed  departure  by  the  Clinical  Professors  from 
the  mode  of  awarding  the  Clinical  Medals,  as  agreed  to  at  a 
meeting  of  Med.  Fac,  held  on  13th  March,  1875.  It  was  agi-eed 
that  this  was  a  matter  for  the  decision  of  the  Senatus. 

Gth  April,  1877. — Protest  by  Prof.  Gairdner,  and  endorsed  by 
Dr.  Macleod,  read  by  the  Clerk.  Memo,  for  Med.  Fac.  Meeting 
of  6th  April,  1877. 

1.  That  the  Clinical  Professors  have  adjudged  the  University 
Medals  and  Certificates  for  the  session  just  ended  upon  a  principle 
wholly  incompatible  with  the  Minute  of  Med.  Faculty  of  13th 
November,  1875. 

2.  That  the  resolution  to  do  so  was  brought  under  the  notice  of 
the  Medical  Faculty  at  a  late  meeting. 

3.  That  the  determination  of  the  Clinical  Professors  to  set  at 
naught  ^the  Minute  aforesaid   has  necessitated  explanations  to  the 


students  excludeil  froia  the  competition,  and  tliat  it  is  now  matter 
of  notoriety  that  the  deliberate  resolution  of  the  Med.  Faculty  has 
been  set  aside,  propria  molu,  and  without  previous  notice,  by  the 
Clinical  Professors. 

4.  That  Dr.  Macleod  and  myself  were  ])laced  in  the  very  awkward 
and  undignified  position  of  having  announced  to  our  Clinical  Students, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and  on  the  faith  of  a  resolution  of 
the  Medical  Faculty  which  we  believed  to  be  authoritative,  a 
competition  which  has  not  been  implemented,  owing  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  Clinical  Professors  to  be  in  this,  as  in  several 
other  matters,  a  law  unto  themselves. 

5.  That  such  determination,  if  unchecked,  must  load  to  still  greater 
disregard  of  rule;  and  it  is  therefore  expedient  that  the  Med. 
Faculty  should  withhold  the  Clinical  Medals  for  the  present  session, 
on  the  ground  that  the  com]jetition  for  these  has  not  been  according 
to  the  instructions  issued  in  the  minute  of  the  above  date. 

6.  I  think  it  is  not  unimi)ort:int  to  notice  that  in  their  protest 
against  the  above-mentioned  minute,  the  Clinical  Professors  indicated 
a  future  appeal  to  the  Senate  or  the  University  Court,  but  not  at 
all  a  disposition  to  take  the  law  into  their  own  hands,  without 
apj^eal. 

7.  Should  the  Med.  Faculty  not  entertain  the  above  proposal,  I 
desire  that  this  note  should  be  incorporated  in  "their  minutes,  by 
way  of  protest,  chiefly  in  order  to  be  able  l-o  refer  to  it  in  case 
of  future  violations  of  order,  which  I  am  well-assured  will  follow,
